W ith a call by Mr. Eugene Germain 
(or all to drink to the President of the 
United States. The sentiment was res­ 
ponded to, all standing, and when seats 
had been resumed Mr. Lynch addressed 
the banqueters as follows: 
“ The toast 
of the President of the United States is 
one of marked significance, for looking 
ahead twenty years it is certain that the

The mighty 
Ca>sar and Napoleon III both posed before 
the world as prescripitves of power, but 
the President of the United States is 
simply the choice of the people—of a 
people renowned in the annals of the 
world. 
W hile he has no unlicensed 
power he so far transcends th e authority 
of hereditary monarchs that there is no 
comparison between them. The Presi­ 
dent represents the will of the people 
and he is to all Americans the represent­ 
ative of the greatest power on earth. 
Dismissing the subject of the President, 
however, I will 
devote 
myEelf 
to 
the 
local 
m atter 
before 
us 
this 
evening. The very name of General 
Miles recalls to my mind an incident of 
my schoolboy days. The pupil when 
learning his Latin lessons finds as he 
goes through the declensions, Miles, a 
soldier, and the gentleman who is with 
us to-night is not only a soldier in name, 
but he is a 
thoroughbred in every 
application of the word. 
[Applause.] 
Mr. Lynch concluded by proposing the 
health of General Miles in the following 
stanza:

>aign against the Apaches, spoke as fol- 
ows:

SORK THROAT. 
Inflsm m atory action of Hny kind in th e nose 
speedily extends it-elf to th e throat. 
From 
h eih ri.a t each breath we draw earrl-jR th e 
irritation onward and tloivnwnnl through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are iflvolved th e su p ­ 
ply of air to tho lungs becomes g radually d i­ 
m inished, tubeccules m ay form and bronchitis 
end in consam ption. 
“ Sore th ro at’’ is the 
popular term used in Epeakiug of th ro at dis 
esseb, differing widely from each eth e r in 
their nature and treatm ent. 
The throat com prises th e w hole space from 
ihe posterior nares down to th e entrance into 
the w indpipe and gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are th e m ucous m em brane 
lining th e throat, the m neons fo.líeles or little 
glands, which iu health, secrete th e lubricat­ 
ing m ucous, the u v n la o r pedulus part w hich 
hangs down from th e curtain ol th ? palate and 
the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIM IL E SORK THROAT. 
The m ojt sim ple form of th ro at disease is 
inflam m a-ion of th e m ucous m em brane, re­ 
sulting from recent cold. 
It is most prevalent 
in cold or dam p w eather. The sym ptom s are 
a ronghncps in th e throat, w ith a s ig h t pain 
and sw elliug. Tne th ro at looks red and angry 
aud th e tongue Is slightly coated w ith white 
fur. 
W ithin a few days sm all w hitish spots, 
which look like ulcers, form on (ho back of the 
throat aud about the root of th e tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, tliete aphthous poiuts disap­ 
pear at th e end of throe or four days, but wheu 
more severe tin y leave behiud them superficial 
ulcers. 
When th e acute inflam m ation is not 
en tirely rem oved it is likely to degeneate into 
a chronic form, aud gradually develop w hat is 
called granular diset.se, o r it m s y m d in a u 
abscess of the tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargem ent of th e tousils an d elongation of 
the uvnle. 
C1IP.ONIC SORE THROAT. 
This like nearly all affections of th e th ro it 
and nos?, usually begins w ith a severe cold, 
slid is alm ost alw ays attended w ith a boarre- 
ness. Itis m o ie frequently a m ere extension 
of catarrh or sore th ro at than an original dis­ 
ease. the irritation escaping down au d fixing 
itself upon th e delicate organirm of th is part, 
aud thence gradually jo urneying onw ard to 
the lungs. 
When :t occuib as a conseq1 e ;ce oí 
catarrh or sore th ro at, tho sym ptom s are com- 
parut.veiy m ild. T here m ay be pain but it is 
m ore com m on to find only a sem e of tickling 
w hich provokes cough. Many com plain of a 
sem atiou as of ‘ som ething sticking th ere," to 
get rid of which they keep u p a lasping effeit 
to clear the w indpipe. The voice is always 
m ore or Usb affected, being rough in th e early 
stave, but more feeble after th e disease is fully 
established. There 1h often a slig h t tenderness 
over th at nrom inenoool th e neck know n as the 
•’Apple of Adam ” (l’om nm Adam ), a h eat and 
a sem e of tightness and frequently som e slight 
difficulty in swallowing. 
The causes w hich produce (his form of dis­ 
ease are various. It arives iu clergym eu aud 
public 8peukei8 and others from too viole at 
use of the voice. The vocal cords becom e ex ­ 
hausted and lose th eir tone from strain in g and 
overnve. Dust and all Irritating m atters in the 
air e.re linb!e to b ’ draw n in to th e w indpipe 
aud produce irritatio n . It is m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore throat, the inflam m ation 
extending down to th e larn y x by reason of the 
continuity of m ucous m em brane. 
B ut from 
w hatever cause it arises it is 
always a serious m alady. The chronic form 
threatens the com plete destruction 
o í the 
voice, and rarely ends u n til it has involved 
th e lungs in disease. Every slight cold, every 
change in the w eather, every flight of dust, 
feeds th e irritatio n and increases th e i uveter- 
acy of its hold. 
On the other h and chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs 88 a sequel of consum ption, 
and is produced, or at least very m uch aggra­ 
vated, by th e irritation of th e expectorated 
m atter. O ccurring as a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, it <s one of the m ost distressing com plica­ 
tions and adds greatly to th e p atien t’s distress. 
In th is form there Is m ore or less ulceration of 
th e vocal chords, beginning on th e lower side 
end gradually extending upw ard. These ulce rs 
often penetrate through th e m ucous an d cellu­ 
lar m em branes, involving th e m uscular tissue 
and not infrequently attack th e ligam ents and 
cartilages themselv es. 
W hen th e laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the lungs, and dependent npon it. we 
can only hope to effect a cure by tho6e m eans 
w hich will rem ove Its canse, an d these we 
have considered, and shall m ore fully consider, 
u n d er the head of "C onsum ption." 
In addition 
to 
inflam m ation, 
acute or 
chrouic, the larynx 1b liable to abscesses, to 
w arty grow ths a- d to 
polipl. 
U nder the 
action of long continued Irritation th e vooal 
cords becom e thickened, rendering th e voice 
husky and indistinct. 
A nd again, we may 
have com plete loss of voice from palsy of the 
cords, constituting an affection know n to the 
physicians by the term of ’ A phonia.” 
Unless 
th e rem edies are applied to th e seat of the 
disease it Is useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for th is reason th a t judicious in h ala ions are 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried w ithont avail. 
TONSIL1T.S 
Is an acute inflam m ation or th e tonsils, 
which consists of a collection or m asa of sm all 
m ucous follic!es or glands whose office 1b to 
secrete a portion of th e fluid w hich keeps the 
thr> at m oist. Thero are persons w ho suffer 
every w inter, 
som etim es oftener, w ith an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these glands. 
The trouble begins w ith a slight soreness and 
swelling, which g radually increases un til the 
act of swallowing is attended w ith g reat suffer­ 
ing. 
Those glands are som etim es affected by a 
chronic inflam m atlon, and are fonud enlarged 
an d very m uch hardened. In such c ase B they 
secrete a th in , 
unhealthy, irrltstiner fluid, 
w hich is spread over th e throat, perpetuating 
th e disease. 
In the th ro ats of m auy youug 
persons these glands are p erm anently so la-ge 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breath in g 
of 
children thus 
a fleeted often occasions contraction of the 
chest, and lays th e foundation for consum p­ 
tion. The eu*tachian tubes (th e m ouths of 
w hich arc Just above th e palate) a ie often In­ 
flam ed, and partial deafness Is th e result. 
Mauy patients suffering from a th ro at dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, aud suffer from depression 
of spirits. 
Bo often does this sym ptom present 
itself th at It may alm ost be regarde d as one of 
th o peculiar ties. Persons th u s afflicted have 
usually the dark and dingy look of the fsce 
w hich denotes functional derange m ent of th e 
liver. They are frequently em aciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypochrondrlacal, irritab le au d often ex­ 
hausted from o ther causeB, in com bination 
w ith this disease. 


GRANULAR SORE THROAT 
la th e m ost serious form or taro a t disease. It is 
so called because on looking Into the throat 
granulations of various sizes are Been, studding 
the m em brane and causing It to appear rough 
and uueven. 
Sometim es these granulations 
appear in pate jes, but generally they are regu 
lar an d distinct. W hen allow ed to progrcsithe 
m ucous follicles of the larynx soon become in ­ 
volved, and then we have added to the o th c 
sym ptom s a hnskiness of th e voice in speakicg 
or readlDg aloud, w ith a frequent effort toclca> 
th e w indpipe, by w hich a th ick , sticky, bluish- 
colored m ucous Is forced off w ith considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a sim ple to a 
granular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
becomes conscious of vexatious titlllation, pro­ 
ducing a deriro to clear th e throat several tiin*1» 
during the course of th e day. H e m ay not no­ 
tice this him self, b at it Is. nevertheless, ob 
served by his friends. Some m onths later tbis- 
disposition is found to have increased, and to 
be attended w ith an occasional desire to swal 
low, the p atien t—to use his ow n w ords—feeling 
som ething sticking in h is throat.

It Finishes Its Business for 
the Week. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC FRANCHISE. 


▲ Brief Discussion Over tlie Present 
M anagem ent of the Police 
Station. 


Tl»e City Council met in adjourned 
session yesterday 
morning, Presideut 
H um phreys in the cheir and Council 
men Hanley, Mathews, Book, Teed, Bar 
rett, Lovell, Collins, Bosbyshell, Chand 
ler, Moriarty and Cohn present. 
The City Surveyor reported that in hiR 
opinion a wing dam across the Arroyo 
Seco was im practicable, but he advised 
th at Daly street be graded at its inter 
section of Swan street. If this was done 
all daDger of overflows will be done away 
with and the water will be held back in 
case of heavy rains. 
Laid over for one 
week. 
I t was reported that a strip of land in 
E ast Los Angeles belongs to Wm. Bar­ 
clay and had never been dedicated as a 
street. The Street Superintendent was 
instructed to replace the fence torn 
down. 
A re-assessment of the property 
for grading was ordered. 
Justice A ustin’s report for October was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 
A communication was received from 
P. Bachman stating that Mayor Work­ 
m an had not signed his warrant. The 
m atter was referred to the Mayor for his 
reasons and the Clerk was instructed to 
inform the Mayor that an ordinance had 
been passed authorizing him to sign 
w arrants for s re e t intersections. 
Mr. Lovell called attention to the fact 
that the Mayor was in the habit of re­ 
fusing to sign w arrants and of giving no 
reason therefor. 
He hoped that the rea­ 
sons would be given so that the people 
to whom the warrents were due could 
right anything that was wrong. 
A communication was received from 
Chas. J . Frost protesting against the 
widening of the sidewalks on Hawkins 
street. As action had been taken accord­ 
ing to law making the sidewalks 13 feet 
wide the communication was placed on 
file. 
Mr. 
Bosbyshell 
asked how many 
sprinkling carts were being paid for. 
’ 
Mr. Collins said that there were no 
carts being used. 
Mr. Bosbyshell thought that there was 
no reason why a Sprinkling Superintend­ 
ent was necessary under the circum­ 
stances. 
Captain B arrett stated that the Sprink­ 
ling Superintendent had other work to 
do besides looking after sprinkling carts, 
and the m atter was dropped. 
The Board of Public Works recom­ 
m ended as follows: 
That the petition of property owners on 
Estrella avenue, asking for the grading 
and sidewalking of that street, be granted. 
Adopted. 
That the communication calling atten­ 
tion to the condition of Beaudry street be 
referred to the City Surveyor and Street 
Superintendent. Adopted. 
That the petition of property owners on 
Metcalf Btreet, asking to have the grade 
on that street established, be referred to 
the City Surveyor. Adopted. 
That the petition asking to have the 
channel of th e Arroyo Seco widened and 
deepened, re'erred to the City Surveyor. 
Adopted. 
That the petition of property owners on 
Bellevue avenue, aeking the permission 
to lay their own sidewalks, be granted 
under the usual provision. 
Adopted. 
That the petition of property owners on 
Daly street to have grade established, be 
referred to the City Surveyor. Adopted. 
T hat the petition of the property own­ 
ers on Haw kins street, asking to have 
the street graded and sidewalks finished 
according to the published ordinance, 
twelve feet wide and no less, be denied 
as an ordinance has already made them 
thirteen feet. 
Adopted. 
That the petition of property owners on 
N inth street, asking for a culvert, fce re­ 
ferred to the Street 
Superintendent. 
Adopted. 
That the petition of G. W. Tubbs, ask­ 
ing to be allowed to withdraw his name 
from the request of the Southern Pacific 
Company asking for franchises to con­ 
struct road w ithin the W alnut Grove 
tract, be filled. 
Adopted. 
T hat the petition of property-owners 
on Orange street, asking to have grade 
changed and established, be referred to 
the City Surveyor with instructions to 
change the gradé in accordance with the 
prayer. Adopted. 
That the petition of property-owners 
on Diamond street, asking to have the 
boundary line established, be referred to 
the City Surveyor with instructions to 
establish grade. 
Adopted. 
T hat the petition of G. S. Foster, ask­ 
ing permission to contract cement curb 
and sidewalk in front of his prem ises on 
South Olive street be granted. Adopted. 
T hat a communication from P. H. 
Lem m ert calling attention to the condi­ 
tion of Figueroa street be called to the 
notice of 
the Street Superintendent. 
Adopted. 
A deed from D. C. Wilson and M. L. 
Wicks for land for a street was íeferred 
to the City Surveyor. 
The Chief of Police asked for twenty- 
six special ollicers for the city election. 
A motion to allow twenty-two, or one for 
each precinct, was lost, Mr. Mathews 
voting against the motion. 
A mistake in the resolution calling the 
election as regards the polling places in 
the First ward was called up and the 
question as to w hether a correction could 
be made at this date was discussed. It 
was found th a t the polling places of pre­ 
cincts D and C had been mixed. The 
resolution was amended and a change in 
the advertisem ent was oidered, there still 
being time to advertise the resolution for 
ten days. 
A motion to increase the pay of the pa 
trol wagon drivers from |00 to $80 per 
m onth was lost, Messrs. Lovell and 
M athews voting against it. 
An ordinance declaring the poles on 
Pico street belonging to the Electric Rail­ 
road Company a nuisance, was read and 
laid over for a week. 
Captain B arrett moved th a t the com­ 
pany be notified to place culverts from 
curb to curb on Main street, at the cross­ 
ing of Pico street. Carried. 
The following bids were received for 
the city printing: 
H e r a l d , 9 0 c. per inch first insertion; 
40c. per inch each subsequent insertion. 
Express, $1 per inch first insertion; 45c, 
per inch each subsequent insertion. 
Times, 94e. per inch firBt insertion; 
47o. p e r in c h e a c h subsequent in s e rtio n . 
Mr. Collins moved that the bid of the 
H e u a l d be accepted, and that the City 
Attorney draft a contract. 
Carried. 
Bids for grading Beaudry street were 
received from D. F . Donegan at $2.60 per 


front foot, and Charles S. G ilb e rt a t $2 
per front foot. 
Referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 
Bids for grading Third street were re 
ceived from Sanford Johnson at $1.90 per 
foot; Boyce & Crowley at $1.78 per foot, 
and Union Construction Company al 
$3.94 per foot. Referred to Board of Pub 
lie Works. 
The clerk was instructed to readvertise 
for bids for hay. 
A map of the Mott tract was referred 
to the City Surveyor for one week. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad applies 
tion for a franchise came up. An amend­ 
ment was offered by Mr. Cohn to the 
effect that the franchise be granted, pro­ 
vided the company open to public use all 
the land between its track and Pine 
street. 
Mr. Chandler said that he thought it 
strange that one railroad should be given 
land to induce it to lay ita track and an­ 
other have its land taken away. 
Mr. Lovell objected to the project of 
taking away the property of the com­ 
pany. 
Mr. Cohn said that he thought the 
public should be protected from switches 
so near the street. 
If the land remained 
in the hands of the company it would 
run it» switches all over it, and there 
would be no protection to the public. 
Captain Barrett thought that the Com­ 
pany should be treated fairly, and that 
its land should not be taken away. 
The 
ordinance should be draw n so as to make 
the company take care of its tracks and 
protect the city. 
Mr. Cohn said that there was no use in 
embodying these provisions in the fran­ 
chise, for the railroad would not carry 
them out. 
Mr. Teed said he would not vote for 
anything the Southern Pacific asked -for 
until it carried out some of its promises. 
It had promised to put Alameda street 
in order in consideration that it was al­ 
lowed to construct switches into the new 
depot and it had not done it. H e wanted 
to see the Sjuthern Pacific Company 
carry out some of the things it said it 
would do. 
At this point a recess was taken until 
half-past 1 o ’clock. 


A f t e r n o o n R c n l o n . 
Mr. Cohn offered another am endm ent 
to the franchise, altering it so as to read 
single track” instead of “ each track.” 
This change he suggested was to prevent 
the laying of more than one track. 
He 
suggested that the Clerk forward the 
am endm ents to the company. 
Mr. Lovell suggested th at before this 
was done tli6y should be adopted by ten 
members of the Council. 
Captain Barrett asked that the am end­ 
m ents be read again. 
So ordered. 
In addition to the am endm ents offered 
by Mr. Cohn there was a series in rela­ 
tion to keeping the streets in order pro­ 
posed by the Superintendent of Streets. 
Mr. Lovell subm itted an am endm ent 
to the effect that the tracks on San Pedro 
street from Pine street north be removed 
inside of twenty months. 
Mr. Teed suggested that the franchise 
bo granted for but fifty years. 
Captain B arrett moved that the sug­ 
gestions offered by the Street Superin­ 
tendent be adopted, but im mediately 
afterward he withdrew the motion, and 
seconded Mr. Cohn's motion to refer the 
am endm ents to the attorney of the com­ 
pany and the City Attorney to prepare 
the ordinance. 
Mr. Lovell said 1 h at he did not think 
Mr. Cohn’s proposition to confiscate the 
com pany’s property should be sent out. 
Mr. Cohn said "that the proposition 
was not to confiscate the property of the 
company and even if it was there was no 
reason for the company to complain. 
The Council had given the Southern P a­ 
cific Railroad Company $750,000 when it 
first came into the city. 
Mr. Collins suggested that the fran­ 
chise be given for but thirty-six years, 
the length of time the present franchise 
yet has to run. 
Captain Barrett moved that the prop­ 
erty owners within fifty feet of the right 
of way be compensated for damages by 
the company. Adopted. 
Captain Barrett’s motion to refer all 
am endm ents to the attorneys was carried. 
Captain Barrett moved that the Chief 
of Police instruct the officers to see that 
all sidewalk elevators rem ain closed ex­ 
cept when actually in use. 
Carried. 
Mr. H anley moved that the Board of 
Public W orks be empowered to fill in 
Daly street at an expenee of not more 
thau $299. 
Carried. 
M athews moved that the vote refusing 
$80 per month to the patrol wagon drivers 
be reconsideied. 
Carried. 
He then 
moved that the salaries be increased to 
$80. 
Mr. Cohn called attention to the fact 
that there was something wroDg going on 
in the police office. There had been 
$3,000 worth of repairs done to the office, 
and there were loafing around the police 
office a Chief, CaptaiD, Clerk, Sergeant 
and two m ounted men all the tim e, and 
the expense was very great for thiB one 
room. It would be found that $4,000 had 
been expended on this room this year. 
Mr. Teed said that the Building Com­ 
mittee had not been consulted in making 
these changes in the room made by 
the Chief. 
The motion to increase the salaries was 
lost. 
Captain Barrett moved that the drivers 
be discharged and th a t the home and 
pa!rol wagon be sold. 
Mr. Chandler moved that the Chief of 
Police be called before the Council and 
tell w hat good the detective force was to 
the city. 
Mr. Books B a id that the drivers were 
not subjected to as much danger as a 
police oificor and there were plenl 
' 
men who would be glad of the place. 
Mr. Collins said that the drivers were 
getting all they were worth. 
Mr. Chandler said that he had made 
his motion because there seemed to be a 
desire to cut down expenses. 
Mr. Collius said he did not think it 
right to call this Chief to say anything 
about the detectives. 
The detectives 
had been appointed at the instance of 
the Mayor and no action should be taken 
except on com plaint of the Mayor. 
It 
would be whollv out of place to take the 
word of this Chief who had nothing to 
do with the appointm ent of the detec­ 
tives. 
M r. Chandler’s motion was lost. 
An application from Mr. Donegan lo r 
a franchise for an elevator at the junction 
of Fort and Courthouse streets was re­ 
ferred to the Board of Public Works. 
On motion of Mr. Collins the Street 
Superintendent was instructed to plank 
the Aliso street bridge. 
Captain B arrett moved that the Street 
Superintendent be instructed to lay a 
sewer on Fourth street, between Fort and 
Main. Carried. 
Captain Barrett stated that ever since 
he had come back from the East he had 
endeavored to obtain an agreement be­ 
tween the contractors for the paving of 
First street. 
It had been agreed that 
Contractor Austin would pave east of 
Vine street and Contractor Sheerer west 
of Vine street. The only thing that re­ 
mained to be done was to obtain the 
consent of one m an who ia in San Fran 
cisco. 
Adjourned to Monday next.

Altogether, 
the affair waa an edifying example of 
what All Decency, All M orality and All

•tart out to capture the offices—with 
their fat emoluments. There is more of 
the same thing on the programme for 
to-night. 


E l d o r a l R eform o. 
Thoughtful citizens are giving no little 
attention to some very im portant matters 
connected with the affairs of the body pol­ 
itic. 
One of the most serious of those 
questions is the election of the President. 
This National upheaval occurs too fre­ 
quently. Every four years nine or ten 
m onths out of the year are devoted in 
part 
or entirely to this business of 
electing a President. 
During the cam­ 
paign business is, to a great extent, par­ 
al} zed in all portions of the Union. There 
is m uch misgiving and anxiety as to 
what the 
policy 
of the new Chief 
M agistrate will be. 
On the whole one 
year out of every four witnesses the utter 
demoralization of business. The remedy 
is plain and simple. 
Increase the Presi 
dential period to eight or ten years. The 
m atter of next greatest importance in 
the eyes of the best citizens of the Union 
is how to elim inate the corrupt use of 
money from our politics. The wider the 
field over which this deleterious influ­ 
ence is spread the less evil its effect 
The present plan of cbocsiDg Presidential 
Electors is a direct invitation to this 
means of carrying elections. It is reason­ 
ably well known how nearly all the States 
in the Union will go in a National elec­ 
tion. This will be likely to continue so. 
Hence the success of one party or the 
other will continue to hinge on three or 
four States. 
H ere is the suggestion to 
use money to influence the result. 
Ken­ 
tucky is abandoned to one party, and the 
other rushes over thousands of ignorant 
and conscienceless Negroes into Indiana 
to carry that State. Ohio is sure to give the 
candidate a big majority, and can spare 
a gang of villains whose proper place is 
the walls of a penitentiary to turn Indi 
ana into the desired column. If the 
President were choeen by a popular and 
direct vote of the people this could cot 
be done. 
A vote would count in one 
place for as much as in another. There 
are said to be fifteen thousand “ Floaters” 
in the voting population of Indiana. A 
“ F loater” is one who will vote one way or 
the other for $2 a head. The purchase of 
a few thousand of these may decide a 
State. 
But if a party tried to turn the 
popular will in all the votes of all the 
States combined it would bankrupt all 
the rich knaves in America. 
A Presi­ 
dential term of ten years’ duration, the 
election of the President by a direct 
popular vote, and the election of United 
States Senators in the same manner, 
are reforms which would work wouders 
in American politics.

made to bear the burthens of the State. 
If San Francisco were assessed on the

assessed, her 
roll 
would reach 
at least 
$700,000,000. 
W hen we find 
that 
the 
chief city in th e State 
the great empori am of wealth and seat 
of commerce of the Pacific coast, is 
assessed down to less than one-third of 
its value, w hilst Los Angeles is assessed 
up to more than its real value, we become 
naturally incensed at the glaring dis­ 
crimination. 
And when we reflect that 
this heavy discrimination against our 
people is actually th j work of our own 
County 
Assessor, 
who 
has 
sided 
with the State Board of Education lo 
“ cinch” his own county, giving as an ex­ 
cuse that the low assessments of olher 
counties should not be taken into con­ 
sideration, notwithstanding 
these low 
assessments react upon the pockets of our 
own taxpayers, we are disposed 
to 
admire tbe stretch of conscience of the San 
Francisco official who takes his stand 
upon the patriotic motto: 
“ My own 
city -first, last and all the tim e.” 


T h e Republicans, with their big m a­ 
jority, are already beginning to dread 
defeat in the municipal election. The 
Reform party is their béte noire, and 
some of their organs are at one time 
trying to snap their blacksnake whip 
around its head, and at another trying to 
placate it with cajoling words.

Spread o f Nlllk F ever. 
C h ic a g o , November 20.—The annual 
meeting of the National Cattle Growers' 
Association began here to-day. 
In t 
paper read by Mr. Hines, of Michigan, 
member of the committee appointed to 
investigate the contagion of Texas fever, 
it was recommended that the association 
instruct the legislative committee to ask 
Congress to enact that all railroads or 
other transportation companies shall 
transport 
southern 
cattle from oEe 
State to another between the first day of 
March and the first day of December of 
each year, only in cars or com partm ents 
labeled or branded in plain, distinct char­ 
acters, “ For transportation of cattle from 
south of 36th parallel of north latitude 
only,” and that they shall be yarded and 
led and fed only in yards distinct and 
apart from northern cattle and that are 
branded and lettered sim ilar to the cars 
and com partm ents. The committee also 
recommend th e enactm ent of uniform 
legislation by various States, regulating 
the transportation of cattle and their care 
in the stock yards. 
The Range Association and Butchers 
Association spent the entire day in dis­ 
cussing and caucusing, and seem to have 
no get plan of action. 
The Convention 
proper will be organized to-morrow. 
The afternoon session was opened by 
Dr. D. E . Salmon, Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, who in the 
course of his report said that 274,255 
head of cattle had been inspected in 
search of pleuro-pneuiuonia during the 
year; of this num ber 2,330 were found 
infected and slaughtered; 
also 4,778 
head of cattle which had been exposed 
to the disease were killed. 
In the ma­ 
jority of cases the disease had been en­ 
tirely eradicated. 
The Committee on Resolutions report­ 
ed favorably the resolution of the Com­ 
m ittee on Legislation. 
Before further 
reports were made a resolution was 
adopted, advocating the enactm ent of a 
National inspection law, providing that 
it shall be unlawful to transport from 
one State into another State or foreign 
country, any beef, pork or m utton, to be 
sold for hum an food, which has not been 
inspected alive at the slaughtering place 
by a United States inspector and found 
h ealth y ; and that a special Bureau of 
Inspection should be created in the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
The Committee on Resolutions made a 
favorable report on other m atters pre­ 
sented at the morning session, and a res­ 
olution was adopted approving an exhi­ 
bition of American anim al products at 
the Paris exposition in 1889, and urging 
all stockmen to give all poBgible aid to 
the authorities in connection therewith. 
It was resolved to continue during next 
year the system of tests, at Chicago or 
some other point, relating to the contigu­ 
ousness 
of 
Texas 
or 
splenic 
fever. 
The following resolutions relat­ 
ing to the bruising of cattle in shipm en’ 
was unanim ously adopted: 
Resolved, T hat we, as cattle growers 
and shippers, realizing the great suffer 
ing of cattle and loss to shippers by 
bruised and injured m eats, caused bv 
shocks in cars while in transit, believe i 
opportune, and even duty, to say to the 
great railroads that we are inclined to 
give our patronage to such companies at- 
equip their freight care with such brakes 
and couplings as will prevent suffering 
to stock and loss to owners. Adjourned.

This was not the case, 
further than it was thought a good op­ 
portunity to secure testimony of a num­ 
ber of delegates to th at Convention and 
facilitate the work of the committee. 
The committee was not here to defend or 
attack any interest. 
Senator Vest then read the resolution 
under which the committee had been 
appointed, in substance to make an in­ 
vestigation as to the transportation of 
beef cattle, and whether a combination 
existed on the part of the Trunk Line 
Association, Central Traffic Association, 
or other agencies of transportation, or 
among tho~e engaged in buying aud 
shipping m eat products, whereby the 
price of beef and beef cattle had been so 
on tro lled as to diminish the prices paid 
producers without lessening the cost to 
consumers. 
The only wituess examined to day was 
D. H. Snyder, a ranchm an, residing at 
Georgetown, W illiams county, Texas. 
He had heard in a general way th at a 
combination existed in Chicago to lower 
the m arket price of cattle, but had no 
personal knowledge of it. 
He said Chi­ 
cago is the great cattle m arket of the 
world, and when asked w hat he consid­ 
ered tributary to Chicago, said from the 
Gulf to the British possessions and from 
the A tlantic to the Pacific ocean.

L ondom , November 2 0 —The Parnell 
Commission resumed its settin^to-day. 
Attorney General Webster, counsel for 
the Times, complained of the difficulty 
experienced in bringing witnesses from 
County Kerry. He called the judges’ 
attention to an article in the Kerry 
Sentinel (Edward Harrington’s paper), 
which stated that the judges composing 
the Parnell Commission were showing 
signs of measles now, although at the 
opening of the inquiry they appeared to 
be spotless; the judges were the creatures 
of a conspiracy entered into by the 
Government and the Times, and were 
manifestly unable to veil their prejudices. 
The Attorney-General appealed to the 
court to take action on the matter, as 
such publications tended to defeat jus­ 
tice and amounted to the grossest con- 
t nipt. 
Reid, on behalf of Harrington, com­ 
plained that no notice of a charge of this 
character had been given them and it was 
absolutely impossible to answer at pres­ 
ent. He asked that the matter be ad­ 
journed until to-morrow. 
Presiding Justice Hannen and the 
Attorney-General agreed to this and the 
matter stood over. 
The examination of witnesses was 
resumed. 
Farmer Culloly, of Castle 
Isemand, County Kerry, testified that 
because he had served notices on tenants 
in 1882, two men visited him and one of 
them struck him with a spade. The 
other shot him in the leg. 
His leg had 
to be amputated. He was afterward 
boycotted. 
On cross-examination he said the 
quarters of the nearest branch of the 
League was six miles distant from his 
farm. He considered the rents through­ 
out Kerry too high. He denied that 
the two men who attacked him were 
relatives of a servant girl whom he had 
wronged. 
Constable McCarthy testified that he 
searched the house of a man named 
McMahon, who was treasurer of a 
branch of the League, and found a num­ 
ber of papers. Other witnesses from 
Kerry were then examined, all of whom 
attributed the outrages in that county to 
the instigation of the League. A laborer 
named Williams testified that he had 
been 
fired 
at 
by a captain of 
Moonlighters, and said that placards 
had been posted in various places offer­ 
ing £500 to anyone who would shoot him 
and his employer who had taken an 
evicted farm. 
On cross-examination, 
however, none of the witnesses suc­ 
ceeded in connecting the League with 
any of the outrages they had referred to. 
Sir Charles Russell then read an ar­ 
ticle from the Kerry Sentinel, denouncing 
the outrages.irtboycotting 
the murder of her fath<

I.ydia Curtin was next called and de­ 
scribed the boycotting of her family and 
Counsel for the Parnellites read a cir­ 
cular issued by the League denouncing 
the treatment of the Curtins. 
Near the hour of adjournment Mr. 
Reid, in the absence of Sir Charles Rus­ 
sell, appealed to the opposing counsel to 
bulk the outrages to which they wished 
to refer, and to cease giviDg such evi­ 
dence in detail. The inquiry threatened 
to last long enough to ruin anybody 
if the preeent method was continued. 
Sir Henry James declared that the limes 
was equally anxiouB to limit the time 
and expenditure. Justice Hannen said 
there must be an earnest effort to shorten 
the work of the Commission.

Indianapolis, November 20. — That 
Powderly still has control of the Knights 
of Labor Convention, was shown this 
morning when the Committee on Law 
submitted a report recommending amend­ 
ments in accordance with Powderly’s 
recommendations. It is intended to carry 
the “One-Man-Power” which he advo­ 
cated, and provide for a General Master 
Workman, Worthy Foreman, General 
Secretary, Treasurer and General Direc­ 
tor of Woman’s Work. The General Ex­ 
ecutive Board consists of four members 
besides the General MaBter Workman, 
and the General Co-operative Board shall 
consist of two members besides the 
General Worthy Foreman. 
All except the General Executive 
B?ard and General Co-operative Board 
will be taken from the floor of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly and when elected serve 
two years. This is a reduction of two 
members in each Board, besides a union 
of the offices of Secretary and Treasurer. 
But the place where Powderly'a influence 
most appears is iu the article which pro­ 
vides that the General Master Workman 
shall be chairman ex-officio of the Gen­ 
eral Executive Board and shall as soon 
as practicable submit to the Gener al 
Assembly the names of eight persons, 
from which the General Assembly shall 
select four members. This will be done 
as soon as possible and at the same ses­ 
sion at which the General Master Work­ 
man is elected. 
It further provides that the General 
Worthy Foieman shall be ex-officio 
ehairman of the General Co-operative 
Board, and that he shall submit to the 
General Assembly four names, from 
which they shall elect two, who will con­ 
stitute that board. After debate the re­ 
port was adopted. 
The afternoon session was taken up by 
the Committee on Law with minor 
changes of the constitution. Contrary 
to the recommendation of Powderly 
the time of meeting is unchanged. The 
General Master Workman shall hereafter 
fill all vancies of the Board by appoint­ 
ment, this being a new power added to 
the office.

Owing to the fact the Indian village of 
Saboba, the scene oi this crime, is with­ 
in an Indian country which has long 
been recognized as a reservation, and 
that the Indians are governed by an In­ 
dian agent who supplies them with im­ 
plements and provisions,when necessary, 
it was decided that the case came under 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
Court. The case was re-opened yester­ 
day morning by placing José Domingo on 
the stand. He said, that in company 
with the deceased, AlbaniB, he went 
to the house of Alies on the night of the 
murder. No one was present but Alies, 
the deceased and himself, except the 
members of the Alies family. Alies left 
the house with the deceased and the wit­ 
ness remained at one side of the house. 
He heard Alies and the deceased quar­ 
reling. When they commenced fighting 
witness tried lo separate them, but was 
cut by Alies on the wrist. 
Witnees then 
went up the road, and hearing a shot re­ 
turned. 
Deceased was lying on the 
grou.id near All eg bous». 
On 
cross-examination 
the witness 
stated that both the men had knives. 
They had been drinking. 
Saw the 
wounds—there being two long cuts on 
the face of deceased and a cut and gun­ 
shot wound in the back. Witness was 
to have chopped wood with deceased I 
and prisoner the day after the shooting, | 
The affair occurred about 11 i*. m . 
D o 
not know who furnished drinks at Alies’ 
house. When thev went out the daugh­ 
ter of Alies called out to him to come 
back 
Deceased was a larger man than 
the defendant. Do not know who began 
the quarrel. Alies was cut by deceased. 
A cane was used in the struggle. Cane 
belonged to defendant. Do not know 
who had it. 
Mr. Preston, the Indian agent, who is 
assisting the attorney for the defense, 
here explained that the theory of the de­ 
fense would be that the witness, Jose 
Domingo, and Adolpho Lunas porsuaded 
Alies to leave his house, while a third 
man took away Alies’ daughter, and 
that when Alies tried to return to his 
house when his daughter cried out to 
him, the witness participated in a smug­ 
gle to prevent him. and was cut on the 
wrist. 
Upon continuance of cross-examina­ 
tion, the witness stated that the deceas­ 
ed was partially drunk on the night of 
the shooting. Alies was also somewhat 
drunk. 
E. At ramos, a 10 j-ear old Indian, was 
next called. 
He had seen the shoot­ 
ing from the bushes near Alies’ house, 
where he had hidden upon hbaring a 
quarrel. 
He heard the defendant call 
call out, “ Stop, who are you?” and then 
saw him shoot the deceased in the back. 
Heard no woman cry. 
Was on his way- 
home at the time. Don’t know cause of 
shooting. 
Did not see the quarrel; 
merely the shooting. 
Tomas Arro was the next witness. He 
is a “judge.” or policeman of the village, 
and arrested the defendant the night of 
the shooting. Arro carried the deof ased to 
bis bouse where he died, a day and a 
half after the shooting. 
Ha left tbo de­ 
fendant in his own house after the shoot­ 
ing. Defendant made no attempt to es­ 
cape 
His testimony to the shooting 
was substantially the same us that of the 
proceeding witness. 
Adolph Lunas, of San Jacinto was next 
called. He drove to Sabobo on the 
night of May 5. 1888. 
Stopped at Alies’ 
house to get a drink of water, but they 
paid noattention to his request. 
He hail 
gone away when heard the shot. 
Was 
going on, but saw body of deceased near 
house of Alies and so he went up to it. 
Went the same night to San Jacinto for 
a constable. 
On cross-examination he said: 
Did not have any conversation with 
Alies on the night of shooting. 
Did not 
see Domingo and deceased in house of 
Alies. 
Here the witness was contradicted by 
his own evidence at the preliminary ex­ 
amination before 
Commissioner Van 
Dyke. 
Continuing, be said : He did not see 
Alies’ daughter. 
Did not pull her out of 
the house. Don’t know cause of fight. 
Alies was cut up. Did not make ar­ 
rangements with the deceased and Do­ 
mingo to lead away Alies’ daughter. 
K. M. Me Kira, a Constable and Deputy 
Sheriff of San Jacinto was then called. 
He said: On the night of May 5th he 
was told that a man had been shot at 
Sabobo. 
He went 
there 
taking an 
assistant and a physician. Saw the de­ 
ceased. Saw his wounds dressed. De­ 
ceased was shot in the back with a shot­ 
gun. No. 4 shot were taken from him. 
Witness arrested Alies. Had to break 
down his door. 
Took Alies to Han 
Jacinto. Both Alies and the deceased 
were drunk. 
Jose Domingo was here recalled, but 
could not remember his testimony before 
Commissioner Van Dyke. 
Mr. Preston here stated that the de­ 
fense would show that on the night of 
May 5th Domingo, the deceased, and 
Luues, who had been friends of the 
Alies, went to his houBe with a bottle of 
whisky, which they and Alies drank. 
Shortly after one of them got Alies out- 
eide of the house, and, talking to him, 
walked along the road about 100 yards 
from the house. 
A second man followed 
and when Alies, hearing the cry oí his 
daughter, attempted to return, these two 
men and a boy undertook to detain him. 
One of them struck him with a cane and 
another knifed him. 
Finally, Alies, 
after being knocked down, drew his knife 
and retaliated, cutting Domingo on the 
wrist. Upon this, two of thtm ran away. 
Alies broke away and ran to the house, 
the deceased following him. 
Lunas, 
who had caused the daughte; to call out, 
went to the house, pretending to want a 
drink, and upon the appearance of th ■. 
daughter of Alies he pulled her out of 
the house. After Alies had reached the 
house he got his gun and came out. 
He 
saw an Indian following him ami shot 
at him. 
Alies is a good Indian, peace­ 
able and qniet and, in the main, sober. 
Alies then took the witness’ chair. He 
said: 
• 
On the night of May 5. 1888, Jose Do­ 
mingo and the deceased came to my 
house about 11 o’clock. I invited them 
in and the deceased produced a bottle of 
liquor from which we all drank. Shortly 
after, deceased said that he wanted to 
talk with me and we went out and walk­ 
ed up the road. Hearing my daughter 
call, I wanted to return, but the deceased 
struck me with his fist, knocking ine 
down, and as I arose, Domingo hit me 
with a cane and the deceased 
cut 
me. 
I 
then 
took 
out 
pocket 
knife 
and 
when 
Domingo 
struck me again I cut him on the wrist 
the third man, who had joined us, then 
ran away with Domingo, leaving the de­ 
ceased and me fighting. In jumping 
back to avoid one of his blows, I lost my 
knife and ran to the house togat my gun. 
The witness exhibited his wounds to 
the jury. He illustrated the case by a 
diagram on the blackboard. 
Cross-examination of tbe defendant 
was begun, but was discontinued, upon 
the a d jo u r n m e n t of th e court, until this 
m o rn in g a t 10 o ’clock,
